OLD BOB CARSON. 


A Keminiscence of the Mexican War. 
{From the Saline (Mo.) Progres:.] 

This celebrated mountaineer aad trapp2r 
yet lives on the Missouri river, nigh the town 
of Arrow Rock; ia hale, and stout and hearty. 
He is full of anecdotes, and gives us many 
hair-breadth escgpes trom mountain storms 
and Ludian fight 

He says the last tight place he got into was 

in the yesur 1846, during the Mexican war. 
The Mexicaps were committing depredations 
of all kinds, and had stolen some of our gov- 
ernment horses and mules. Capt. Pnce— 
afterwards Gen. Sterling Pnce—wasin com- 
mand of a Company of U. 8. volunteers, who 
were ever ready for ascout or afight. He was 
ordered to make a detail of twelve of his best 
men and send them in search of the stolen 
property. Twelve choice and weil tried 
men were chosen. Then came the query who 
is able and willing to take command o/ this 
equaco? It must be some man who can taik 
with the different Indian trives through which 
they may have to pass in pursuit of the Mexi- 
cans. 
Luckily for the squads, at this moment Bob 
Carson rode up, well mounted on his favorite 
hunting horse ‘eo. Ashout from the twelve 
brave men bid him welcome; their object 
stated and requesting him to take command. 
Neothivg suited Carson better than this, 

He told Capt. Price that be could follow 
a cold trail as fastas any living man could, 
aud to give himself no uneasiness, that ac 
would bring his twelye men back’ aud not 
lose a scalp, 

The sequel shows how he succeeded. 

The secgpd day out they struck the trail; 
late in nalbrmene they saw in the distance a 
large party of Indians, and as they were on 
friendly terms with the different tribes, Car- 

n and his band harried to overtake them, 

oping to gain some information concerning 
the stock, 

The Indisns saw them approacning and 
halied for them to come up, As Carson and 
his men came nigher, his keen eye discovered 
they were on the war-patb, but knowing no 
fear, he rode up, and the Indians, 1,400 
etrong, closed wings, and completely sur- 
routded them. Sandivere, the chief, rode up 
to Carson, exclaiming. 

“*Yeds tedoly’’—yuu are my prisoner! 

Curson, after questioning the chiet a short 
time, found that they were alse in pursuit of 
lost stcck, stolen as they considered by U.8. 
rroc ps. 

The Mexicans hadtold him thie tale to 
screen themselves. But all of intrigue could 
cotinduce Sandivere to release him and his 
twelve men. 

The next morning the old chief commenced 
makipg preparations to shoot and scalp his 
prisoners. Carson called him aside for a talk, 
and finally persuaded him to send one of the 
best runners to Capt. Price’s camp, and if 
things were not found just as represen that 
on the fourth day from the departure ot said 
rumor at twelye o’clock, he might do with 
his prisoner as he pleased. "The runner startea. 
Carson men, sanguine 
tbat everything would prove satisfactory to 
the chief, remained their prisoners, cheerful 
and happy. 

On the morning ofthe fourth day all were 
momentar ly —-? the runner to appear. 
Ten o'clock came and no runner in sight; 11 
and vo runner in sight. Rverything in camp 
was excitement and commotion. Sandivere 
was ceitain his runner had been fouily dealt 
with, aud in bis anger made prepamtions for 
summary vengeance. Twelve o’clock, and no 
runner in sight as far asthe eye could reach. 

Carson thought bis hour had come, as 
preparations were made; and, well knowing 
the terms would be complied ‘with, he called 
Sandivere and told bim be would like to 
baye a taik with him before he and his men 
were shot, Carson and Sandivere commenced 
their talk, Carson in the meantime walking 
slowly and leisurely from the camp, teliing 
the chief that the horses, saddles, blankets, 
etc , were all donated or willed to him, the 
great chief, and that he was not compelled, 
On account of this donation, to divide them 
among his warriors.

The Two Extremes. 

The Radical leaders may delude them- 
selves, but they will not be able to dupe 
the sober judgment of the people with the 
plea that, as the New York Tribune deli- 
cately puts it, “the rebels are as obstreper- 
ous as ever.” This is a sham which can 
not last always. Whoare the rebels that 
are so animated, and what is the object of 
their hveliness? We look into the South 
and we find an earnest and universal 
remonstrance against the maladministra- 
tion to which the Southern people have 
been subjected. We look into the North 


populace, who only yet begin to perceive 
the. dapger to which corruption and con- 
spiracy expose the whole country. The 

party, as it is now conducted, 
is an Organized treason to free government, 
covering up its usurpations by the ready 
pretext of a rebellion, which has no exist- 
ence, and a state of lawlessness which 
never did exist. 

Partisan. necessity is an easy avenue to 
the assumptions of military necessity. 
But the Kuklux act would not have been 
justified by a state of actual war. It is in 
reality an act to nullity that part of the 
Constitution of the United States on which 
all that is valuable in our system reposes. 

Unhappily tor the Southern people, a 
class of Southern politicians, small in 
numbers and poor in public esteem and 
weak in capacity, are at this 
moment furnishing the Radicals the 
juel they stand in need of. These 
snivehng imbeciles, who are equally 
abandoned in tortunes and in morals, 

have no conception either of what is or 
of what they want. They have neither 
purposes nor principles, and strike out 
blindly from day to day, withont the least 
method except that which is the 
result of thorough mental vacuity 
and ignorant seli-conceit. All their 
calculations have been set at nought 
by events. All their wordy gabble has 
gone for nothing. Yet they babble on, 
and the only token ot their existence that 
seems to have any life in it, is that which 
appears in the Radical press. They live 
as feeders to the Radical conspiracy. They 
le across the pathway of a genuine 
Democratic peace as stumbling blocks. 
They are neither for nor against the three 
amendments to the Federal Constitution. 
They dare not place themselves on a direct 
propesal to repeal them, as the 
issue of lifeor death. They will not adopt 
the appeal of the Democratic address to 
concede every citizen his rights under 
those amendments, which 1s the only coa- 
testable part of them. But, by retusing 
the later and by brawling at ail who are 
more explicit than themselves, they an- 
swer every purpose of the Radical lead- 
ers. Thus, day atter day, they are efficient 
Radical emissaries. 

Some ot them are ignoraut. Others are 
simply vain and vicious. They have 
almost ignored the Kuklux bill. Indeed, 
they discuss nothing. They deal im 
balderdash and blackguardism, dividing 
their time between vague and geaeral 
abuse of the Radicals to satisty the-claims 
ol their pretended tealty to the Democratic 
party and silly aod malignant assaalts 
upon al] who are not as absurd as they 
are. lt the Repub’icans are confident to- 
day it is Om account of these broken-down 
hacks of a by-gove era ot politics, intelli- 
gence and manners. If the Democracy 
lose the next general election it will be 
because of their atrocious folly and 
crime.

Omer Pacha, 

In the latter part of March the death of 
a man occurred at Constantinople who, in 
former years, riveted the attention of the 
whole world. We speak of the celebrated 
Turkish generalissimo and statesman, 
OmER Pacua, the commander of the 
Turkish forces during the Crimean war. 
OMER PacHa was no native of Turkey, 
but was born in the little city of Clerki, on 
the military frontier territory of Austria, 
in 1811. His father was an officer in the 
Austrian army, and the young OMER, then 
named Micnag. LatrTas, was educated in 
the military and mathematical school of 
Thurm, in Croatia, and a few years after 
entered the Austrian army as a sub-lieu- 
tenant. Here he soon distinguished him 
self as a most efficient officer, and would 
doubtless soon have attained a pr@minence 
in the Austrian service, but hart eabee- 
tunately killed a superior officer, who had 
grossly insulted him, in a duel, he was 
forced to flee into Turkey, and in order to 
save his life became a convert to Moham- 
medanism, at Constantinople, in 1833, 

This occurrence interrupted the military 
career of MICHAEL, who, after his conver- 
sion to Mohamedanism, had adopted the 
pame of OmMER, and when he had drifted 
around Constantinople for some time, he 
obtained a place as a teacher in the house 
of a pacha, which position he soon 
exchanged for an appointment as 
master of penmanship in the pal- 
ace of the Sultan, with rank as 
seccnd lieutenant in the Turkish army. 
In this position he remained for some 
time, until, fortunately for him, he attract- 
ed, by a singular. accident, the attention 
ot Kosrow Pacua, the Turkish Minister 
of War, who recognized in him superior 
military qualifications. He was transferred 
io active service and rapidly rose trom one 
rank to the other.

From the beginning to the close of the

It was nothing that 
one of the parties to the tragedy was a 
well-known Kentuckian, and that the 
principal figure in the criminal proceed- 
ings is familiar to a great number of peo- 
ple over the region which relies upon us 
for its knowledge of current events, two 
considerations that gave it a certain local 
character and justified the extensive use 
we made of it. Nor did its entire freedom 
from the indecent characteristics that com- 
monly belong to such transactions, and 
the striking and exceptional moral im- 
bedded in its entire course, pass for any- 
thing with our mawkish critics. They 
lifted up their hands and fans with an 
affection of a most wholly and blushing 
alarm, perusing the reports only through 
their fingers and the crevices of their 
pretty, protecting screens whilst murmur- 
ing dissent in perfectly orthodox syllables. 
They were outraged at what they said was 
an invasion of the sanctity of private 
life; they trembled for the purity of our 
girls, who, according to their theory, 
know nothiag and are to be confined in a 
cloister to which the breath ot modern 
life is not to be allowed. All this reminds 
us of the excellent but innocent old Ger- 
man who called upon the chief of police 
to heg the issue of an order forbidding 
the boys to go in swimming near his 
house, because it shocked the modesty of 
his daughters. The chief of police asked 
the applicant how far his house was from 
the river, and was told that it was about 
halta mile. “In that case,” said the chief, 
“T cannot understand how it is possible 
for the modesty of your daughters to be 
shocked.” “Why,” the old gentleman re- 
plied, ‘you see de gals bas a spyglass.” 

The cause of good morals is not to be 
served by the convent method ot instrac- 
thon, by which women are taught to know 
nothing until they are called upon by the 
exigencies of life to practice the experi- 
ence of all knowledge. This system of 
bringing wp may be practicable where 
there are the means of perlecting it. But 
with our limited resources and in our 
mixed social hemisphere, with the habits 
and tendencies of the period against the 
policy of exclusiveness, it is impossible. 
We must keep our women chaste by light, 
not by darkness; and this furnishes a clew 
to the discrimination which should be ex- 
acted of the conscientious newspaper. 

We endeavor to exclude from these col- 
ewmns all indecency that is likely to remain 
obscured if we let italone. There is no 
preacher in any one of our pulpits who 
feels a weightier sense of responsibility 
than we do, and we are conscious of the 
nature of the influence which goes out 
from under our hand every morning. We 
conceive, however, that it is less the event 
than the comment,—the moral tone of the 
paper rather than the character of the 
incidents it is called upon to record and 
discuss—which affects the minds of the 
young. We eeek to exert a healthtul, a 
robust and honest, not a puling and a 
sham morality. The world is full of 
wickedness, and, as the daily newspaper 
is a mirror which reflects that which oc. 
curs, it must needs contain much that we 
could wish otherwise. It would be but a 
poor thing if it should become the organ 
of goody-goody and print only the pleas- 
ant side of the picture of Jite. 

The conviction of Mrs. Farr is a sur- 
prise, and it is also a mourntul gratifica- 
tion, to the better judgment of society. 
There was little question of her guilt, 
Her career was known to have been 
wanton. It had traveled for years through 
desperate circumstances to culminate in a 
deliberate murder. No reasonable human 
being could hope for good to come to her. 
The only use that could be made of her 
was that which a jury of her countrymen 
has declared to be her portion. She has 
pursued a sad journey and will presently 
reach a wretched terminus. The ends 
of justice are attained. A great example 
is presented tothe times. In the denoue- 
ment which was announced yesterday the 
cause of good morals has received a noble 
vindication; virtue has triumphed over 

vice; the marriage law and the criminal 
law have been mutually sustained; and an 
impressive lesson is given to us all. 

And may God temper the wind to this 
shorn lite—tkis weather-beaten conscience 
—which lingers yet a little while upon the 
margin of the sea that has been stormy 
and boisterous, indeed, and full of ship- 
wreck. Justice being satisfied, pity is 
allowed to enter that miserable cell, not as 
a noisy liberator, but as a silent, minister- 
ng angel. There can be no doubt as to 
jhe verdict; no doubt as to the deed that 
made it necessary; no doubt as to the ca- 
reer that made it possible. There stands 
before us the pale aud trembling fragment 
of @ woman, the diseased and broken case- 
ment of a once pure and beautiful spirit; 
and no mawkish sentiment can alter its 
dismal features, or pour into its veins the 
sweet fresh incense of the spring, or even 
lighten its dull outlines with the rosy hue 
of dawn. It is a stark and ghastly spec 
tacle, fit sight only for the hangman, ap- 
pealing to the mercy of God alone. The 
world has done its worst and best for 
Lavra Farr. There is nothing on earth 
for her but the grave; and one would 
think it a kindly resting place—a sate and 
welcome retreat to a soul whose track of 
darkness could only lead its future foot- 
steps deeper into the glooms and horror 
of despair. Weturn away from the iron 
bars. We pass out of the dreary prison 
walls. We dismiss from the over-charged 
memory the blood-stained record; the 
reckless prelude to assassination; the fatal 
and but too conscious course of crime; the 
cruel finale, and all the sickening details 
ot u tragedy the more sorrowful because 
of the sorrow it brought into a guiltless 
household, to a gentle and highly-bred 
family, who were struck down by it.

Both might have been 
happy; and the circles of the misery they 
have wrought reach round how far no eye 
can see. 


Two Unhappy Frenchmen, 

There seems to be a strange coincidence 
in the sudden decease of the maires of 
Strasbourg and Metz. Emme Kwess, 
the mayor of Strasbourg, who was chosen 
a delegate from Alsatia to the French Na- 
tional Assembly at Bordeaux, died at that 
place on the 3d of Marc’ last, on the very 
day that the French Assembly ratified the 
peace preliminaries, by which his beloved 
home was torn from its old country. It 
was said that the grief at this sep- 
aration had broken the heart of the 
noble man, but others whisper that he 
laid hands on himself in the violence of 
his gnef, His death was mourned all over 
France as a national calamity, and the 
Assembly resolved at once to bear all the 
expenses of his funeral. The corlege which 
escorted his remains to the train at Bor- 
deaux that was to bring them to Stras- 
bourg was perhaps the largest ever seen 
there, and the whole French Assembly, 
all the members of the government 
and a countless multitude followed 
he hearse. At every station in France, 
by which the train passed, the people had 
assembled to deposit flowers on the coffin, 
the bells were tolled and other manifesta~ 
tions. of grief displayed. It seemed as 
though France wished to take leave of her 
lost childrcn in thus honoring their dead 
representative, and the champion of their 
independence, who had preferred death to 
separation from his old country. But 
hardly had this sad event in some degree 
vanished from the public mind when the 
people of France were again startled by 
the news that the mayor of Metz had 
followed in the footsteps of his colleague 
of Strasbourg, and died not a month after 
—on the 30th of March last—at Metz. 
The circumstances of his death also lead 
to the behef that he put an end to his ex- 
istence. These acts of despair do not look 
as though the people of the conquered 
provinces regard their separation from 
France with very favorable eyes, or are 
very much elated with the prospect of 
becoming a part of the Holy German 
Empire.

A LONG VIEW. 


The Observatory in Course of Erec- 
tion at Twenty-sixth Street and 
Garland Avenge. 

The observatory at the cerner of Twenty- 
Sixip street and Garland avenue blew dawn 
some time last fall, but is pow being re Duilt at 
greater expense and on a much larger scale. 
Toe Ofretone was about 150 feet high, and this 
ore will reach very near 200 fret. It is 30 feet 
equare at the bottom and will gradually de- 
crease ip size to the top, which is to be ten feet 
square. The sts uciure bas now reached toa hight 
of 100 teet, and the work is rapidiy progress- 
log. The stairs rupap ia a zigzeg form, witb 
resting-places: at each corner. This mode of 
construction is thought to be easier of ascent 
acd more durable than the spiral stairway. 
When it is complete the view fiom the top will 
be splendid and very extensive. The river far 
up and down and ail its craft, the two cities of 
Indiana, Louisville and all ber environs, and 
eves far into the surrounding coun'ry, will be 
Drought into view. This wili almost 
equal Im altitade the Catholic steeple on 
Fifth street, which is sald to be one of the tallest 
in the United States. This observatory is entire- 
ly a private enterprise, gotten up by Messrs. 
Morris, Southwick & Co. at an expense of nearly 
$4,000. The western part of the city 1s now s0 
extensively improved that it has become neces- 
sary totmtroduce som- ornamental! structure, and 
the one above mentioned ts thought to be very 
appropriate. A street railroad is also going 
to be built, to rum by the place and ter- 
minate at Greenwood. This end will con- 
nect with the Walnut-street track. It cao be 
truly sald that the sta: of improvement wends 
its way tothe West. Every precaution !s taken 
to prevent a repetition of its falling. It will be 
anchered in the ground tothe depth of twelve 
feet, and tron cables will run from the top to 
the ground, and be securely fa-tened.

The instrument was taken from him 
before be had made the injuries fatal, but he 
subsequently put his fogers in the gash and 
tried to tear it still further. 

Bowers was taken to the hospital of the prison, 
where he was lying yesterday in a precarious 
condition.

LIMERICK. 
A Knotty Qeestion as to its Voting 
Status. 


The ctiizens of L'merick are considerably ex- 
ercistd just now over the question of their 
voting precinct. Ten or twelve years ago 
boundary commis-loners, as they were called, 
were appointed to divide the county into magts- 
teri«l distriots, at a time when that district was 
not included tn the cits limits. This allotment, 
itis thought, has never been changed: though 
there is so much doubt on the subject that Mr. 
Willits, the County Attorney, is at presenten- 
waged tp overlooking the statutes and the re- 
cord:, preparatory to advising the Limerickians 
asto whcther, in the May Cunvegtion, they are 
entitled to a votein the city,or at Shardine’s 
precinct, in the county. 

It seems the boundaries irc'uding the magis- 
‘rate’s precinets have not been extended as the 
city limits were moved further out; and thus 
while the inhabitants of that section of the city 
are subjcct to taxation for the benefit of the city’s 
revenues, and are subject lo all the city’s laws 
and regulations, they are pot entitied to vote 
with the city. When the Sberif, a few days since, 
published a list of the officers to hold the elec- 
tions, ke included Limerick, tn the Ninth and 
Tentb wards, following the last list for the State 
election; and thus revived the hopes of the dis- 
affected voters that they were entitled to vote in 
the precincts of those wards. 

The concern is mostly felt by the Lrish citizens, 
who are anxious to elect Dennis Lincolo, one of 
their candidates, for magistrate. They could be 
included tn thecity by a petition to the County 
Judge if they had the required time—.ixty days.
